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Are Christians the Best 
~ People? 


By .The Bishop of 


Norwich, K.C.V.O. 


“The-beat people I know-are not 
Christians.” : 
HIS Is a quotation from—some 
man in the street! The line 
along which a rejoinder to the 
statement can be found probably 
lies fn the reply of the little boy 


‘who, when he was asked, “Is your 


father a Christian?” anawered, 
“Oh, yes, but he doesn’t practise 
much.” ; 

But, to apeak more seriously, 
without a knowledge of the com- 
puny which the speaker keeps, 
and of the number and style of, 
Christians and non-Christians 
whom he has, met, plainly we ean- 
not be sure whether he is right 
or wrong so far as his own ex- 
perience goes, 

The remark may cbe made by 
one who is uneasy about hla own 
ways, «He, tries “to belittle the 
Christian standards which, he 
knows, condemn them. But often 
it is merely’ shallow and thought- 
less. It gives too much weight to 
a superficial bonhomie. 

Tests of Character. 

Of course, the spirit and man- 
ner of good-fellowship are very 
delightful. But there may be no- 
thing much more than manner; 
and when.we spenk of “the best 
people” we have to consider decp- 
er realities. For in “tho best 
people” there is much that does 
not strike the eye. We have not 
open to our view that sclf-dis- 
cipline nnd clear — purity of 
thought and life whieh, being 
much more difficult to achieve, are 
for that renson more severe texts 
of character than the outward 
pleasantness and casy generosity 
which are applanded. And when- 
ever we see non-Christians doing 
and saying kindly things, and 
helping their neighbours, we are 
bound to remember how much they 
owe: to the example and indirect 
influences of — the. out-and-out 
Christian through the ages) Ht 
waa the Christinns, who first in- 
troduced all that is noblest in our 
own civilisation: their personali- 
ties have sweetened the — inter- 
course of the world in public and 
private, 

It is obviously unfortunate that 
a Christian should not have a wel- 
coming friendly bearing. But 
there are Christian people with a 
bad manner who all the time may 
quietly be doing good things of 
which few are aware, and = may 
be the very persons to whom we 
would rightly turn in a time of 
trouble, Then mere manner does 
not help. When you have to look 
below the surface you, will some- 
times find that the Christian who 
seemed unattractive ix, after all, 
the best for helping a lame dog 
over a stile, : 

Fault-Finders. 

It is impossible to deny that 
hideous acts have been carried 
out in the name of religion. Some 
Christians ~ have done - ghastly 
things—to promote the Christian 
faith? Nearer home we find 
many Christians, so-cnlled,. who 
offer ocension for the remark prin- 
ted ubove, Some of these are 
sour in their looks and — speech, 
censorions jin their judgments, 
acid in their general attitude 
Such “Christians” never make al- 
lowancen; they are constantly 
finding fault, They have no spark 
of generosity in them and attack 
everyone who does not conform to 
theiv own narrow shibboleths and

estimates. They NG not seco nor 
try to encourage the good in any 
but the elected few who aro like- 
minded with themselves, “They 
are proud of thelr constatency: 
and thelr principles. : 

When wo have such porsona full 
in view’ we discover the fallacy 
that underlies this disparagement 
of Christians. These disagreeable 
Christians are disagreeable not 
because they are Christians, . but 
because they are as a matter of 
fact exactly failing as Christians. 
It ‘is only fair to judge a Christians 
as you would judge of an animal 
or 4 flawer. No one wishing to 
sny which of two flowers was the 
more beautiful would pick the 
worst specimens of cither kind. 
When we are dessribiny a breed 
of horses we look at the best ex- 
Amples of the breed. It is in them 
that the excellence of the breed 
ia revealed. , 

. “C. of EL" Fiction. 

In this way Christianity must 
he judged by its best and not its 
worst specimens. We ought to 
think of those whose Christian 
creod definitely colours their 
lives. Christianity is primarily o 
Wife and not a creed, and the creed 
it holds is not a act of phrasey or 


a mere intellectua) position, but a 
personal confiding -bellef in its 
Founder. To suppose, then, that 
n set form of words, however: 
Christian, which. man recites as 
expressing his religious belief, al- 
ways makes him a fair representa- 
tive of gontiine Christianity is 
quite,a mistake. He may, for ex- 
ample, in his heart really be be- 
lieving in moncy-making as the 
best guide to a happy life. That 
may be his inward and anchristian 
creed, even when he says some. 
thing quile different if he ever 
finds himaclf in church. 

What a number of peaqple there 
are who on paper casually sign 
themselves ag “C, of E.", although 
they know nothing of the true 
tenching of the Church of BEng- 
land. Their “C. of B.-religion is 
only a ‘fiction, not any moro, sin- 
ceré than the adhesion of a good 
woman who, offended by her. Free 
Church friends, exclaimed, “Ill 
give ap religion and join the ° 
Church of England!" 

‘Emerson wrote that a man’s life 
is the pleture book of his (real) 
creed, And the genuine - Chria- 
tian’s life is a gradually painted 
copy from the gracious picture of 
the life of Him who long ago Inid 
the stress on action, not on forms, 
and is now ready to help the hum- 
ble’ painter. 

But, we know ft, good people are 
not found only among the ac-. 
knowledged Christians. And {n- 
deed and actually Christian spirit 
ia exhibited by many who, from’ 
diMdence or honest doubt, or 
other reasons, hesitate to declare 
themselves, and yet hold on to 
Christian and, not. merely. philane.... 
thopic ideals, and work them out. 
These we greet at tho halfway 
house and hope one day thoy will 
come along all the way. Many 


bad starters have got homa first. 

Certalnly it'adds an immense 
responsibility to the wholo ‘busi- 
ness of the “practising Christian” 
to remember that unqueationably 
the non-Christian docs judgo of 
the nresent power of the Chris- 
tians’ Master from the behaviour 
of “all who profess and call them- 
selves Christiana’ — especially 
when he sees them off their guard.
